Sib, — In compliance with the requirements of the laws of thitf State, I have 
the honor to submit herewith the Twentieth Annual Beport relating to Births, 
Marriages and Deaths, returned for the year ending Dec. 31, 1886. 

During the compilation of the present report the act commonly known as 
the '^ Marriage License Law ^' has gone into effect, and sufiQcient time has 
now elapsed to observe its workings and some of its merits. As mentioned 
•elsewhere in this volume one important result of the new law has been the 
•earlier and more perfect registration of the marriage returns. 

An examination of Exhibit A, on page 1, shows that the number of births 
returned in this State in 1886, was 41,095, the number of marriages solem- 
nized was 16,631, and the number of deaths reported was 18,187. The same 
exhibit also shows an excess of 22,908 births over deaths during that year, 
which represents, according to the returns, the natural increase of population 
for the year. With the exception of the years 1883 and 1885, this is the 
greatest natural increase since the registration in Michigan. 

The continued social and material prosperity of our State is again made 
•etident from the increased number of births and marriages for the year. 
Nearly 60 per cent of the total marriages for 1886 were between parties both 
of whom were born in the United States to only about 20 per cent where 
both parties were foreign-born. Further information on this subject will be 
found in Tables 36 and 3? of marriages where it is more fully discussed. 

The relation of mortality to the inhabitants of the State is one of the most 
important subjects with which these statistics have to deal, and for this rea- 
son a large portion of the present volume, like the preceding ones, is devoted 
to its consideration. Diseases of the lungs are, to-day, the greatest and most 
widely distributed of all modern causes of mortality, and consumption has 
held the first rank each year among the leading causes of death in Michigan 
with but a single exception (diphtheria in 1881) during the entire time of 
registration. In Table 6? may be seen the mortality-rate in each of the five 
general classes for the years 1884, 1885, 1886, as compared with the average 
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for ten years ending with 1885. The most important decline^ as compared 
with the average for ten years^ is in the zymotic class^ the rate in 1886 
being 25.51 per cent^ while for the average of ten years it is 27.39 per cent 
of the deaths from all causes. As compared with the year 1885^ there is an 
increase in the rate from this class of 3. 75 per cent^ owing to the large 
increase in the nnmber of deaths from cholera infantum and other diarrheal 
diseases during 1886. The various diseases which compose each class will be 
found in Table 77. 

The facts presented for consideration in the present report have been care- 
fully compiled and tabulated and are believed to be accurate in every respect 
so far as the returns show. That they may prove of interest and value to the 
people of Michigan is my earnest desire.

BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND DEATHS,

The total number of births, marriages, and deaths, as returned for the year 1886, and 
the more important facts in relation to them may be seen in the accompanying tables 
and exhibits. 

Exhibit A gives a concise statement of the number of births, marriages, and deaths 
for the year 1886, for a series of years, and also the average for ten years. For the year 
1886 there were recumed 41,095 births, 16.631 marriages, and 18,187 deaths, making a 
grand total of 75,913. This number is 2,132 more than were reported in 1885. 

As compared with 1885, there were returned, for 1886, 1,024 fewer births, 1,015 more 
marriages (the original number of marriages for 1885 being 15,016), and 1,541 more 
deaths. The average annual number of births for the ten years, 1876-1885, was 36,735, 
the average number of marriages 14,724, and the average number of deaths 15,604. 
The returns for 1886 far exceed the average in each case. 

The natural increase in population, or excess of births over deaths, was 22,908. While 
this is less by 2,565 than the natural increase in 1885, it is more by 1,777 than the aver-

age for the ten years 1876-1885. 

Under the present system of enumerating births and deaths after the year in which 
they occurred has passed, a large number are evidently overlooked. In order to offset 
this a correction has been made each year to the number of births and deaths returned 
which is thought to bring them up very nearly to the actual figures. This correction 
will be found in the lower part of Exhibit A.

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POPULATION. 

The estimated population of Michigan, for the year 1886, is 1,972,507. This estimate 
is based upon the annual rate of increase which prevailed from 1880 to 1884. Although 
the annual rate of increase from 1884 to 1890 may be somewhat different from that of 
1880 to 1884, still it seems to be the most available method at present and one least open 
to criticism. 

Based upon this rate of increase, the population of the State for the years 1880-1886 
(that for the year 1880 and 1884 being the actual figures as per census) would be as 
follows :

In Exhibit B the population of the State, according to the XJ. S. Census of 1880, was 
used as the basis of calculations for the years 1882 and 1883, while for the years 1884- 
1886, the population of the State according to the census of 1884 was used. In this 
exhibit may be found some of the interesting relations which exist between births, 
marriages, deaths, and inhabitants. The natural average daily increase of population 
for 1886, by the returns of births and deaths, was 63, a number somewhat smaller than 
the average for the previous year. It seems from the facts here set forth that for the 
year 1886 one child was born in Michigan to every 45 persons, one marriage was solem- 
nized to every 111 persons, and one death occurred to every 102 persons.

These figures are considerably increased when the returns are corrected, as 
may be seen in the lower part of the exhibit.

The compilation of the returns of births for 1886 shows that 41,095 children were 
returned as having been born in Michigan during that year. This is a decrease of 1,024 
from the number returned for 1885. With the exception of 1885, however, the number 
of births returned for 1886 is larger than for any previous year. The average annual 
number returned for the sixteen years, 1870-1885, was 34,107, which is 6,988 less than 
the number returned for 1886. 

Using the same system of correction, which has been adopted in these reports, the 
number of births returned for 1886 should be increased by about 47.24 per cent in order 
to equal the number of children which were probably born. The following tabular 
exhibit shows what per cent of births has been returned and what per cent has been 
added as a correction for the years 1877-1886, also the average for these years.

Table 1 illustrates the effect of se^isons of the year upon the birth-rate. The largest 
proportion or births was returned for the quarter ending with September, not only for 
each year of the table but also for the average for ten years. For 1886, 21.73 per cent 
of the births occurred in the first quarter, 25.53 in the second, 26.98 in the third, and 
25.64 in the last quarter. These figures vary but little from those of the ten year& 
average. The lower part of the table shows the number and proportion of births by 
quarters of the year when corrected for omissions in the enimieration.

Table 2 shows the number and proportion of births, by months in order of greatest 
first, for each of the years 1884-1886 and the average for ten years 1576-1885. With 
the exception of the year 1885, the largest number of births was returned each year for 
the month of August, this being also true for the average. The smallest number was 
returned for January for each year and the average. It should be remembered how- 
ever in this connection, that the number of births omitted in the enumeration is great- 
est in the earlier months of the year.

PROPORTION OF THB SEXES. 

The proportion of males to females in this State for the year 1886 was 108 male^ to 
100 females, which is the same as the average excess of male births dming the period 
of sixteen years from 1870 to 1885. 

The number of births in 1886, in which no sex was returned, was 68, the same number 
reported in 1886. Of this number, Hi were returned from the four counties of Calhoun, 
■Genesee, Saginaw, and Tuscola. A little more care on the part of the enumerators 
would make more complete returns.

If the statistics of population could be oftener and more accurately obtained for the 
■tudy of such data as is presented in Table 5, it would be far more interesting and val- 
uable. As it is the population of the State in 1884 must be used as a basis for calcula- 
tions. 

The birth-rates among the different races may here be studied, and by moving the 
decimal point one place to the right it will show the rates for each thousand inhab- 
itants. The birth-rate among the black and mulatto inhabitants, which includes all of 
African descent, is much smaller than the average for all races. 

In Table 6 may be found, for each county of the State, the proportion of the sexes ^ 
the inhabitants in 1884, th0 birth-rates and the color of children bom in Michigan 
during the year 1886. An opportunity is here given of comparing the birth-rate in each 
county with that of the State as a whole, and also of noting the difference in the birth' 
rates of the various counties. According to this table, the total number of births in 
1886 was 2.22 per cent of the number of inhabitants in 1884, the number of male births 
was 2.20 per cent of the male inhabitants, and the number of female births was 2.25 
per cent of the female inhabitants. 

The counties showing the highest birth-rate for the year 1886 were Alpena, Gladwin, 
Houghton, Huron, Iosco, and Menominee, while the counties of Allegan, Barry, Berrien, 
Branch, Eaton, Genesee, Hillsdale, Lenawee, and Oakland show a birth-rate consider- 
ably less than that of the entire State. 

The number of births returned for 1886 without the statement of the color of the 
children being given was only 14.

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PARENT-NATIVITY. 

Table 7 is intended to show the parentage of children returned as having been bom 
in Michigan during the year 1886. The percentage of children of native-born parents 
has increased a little over that for 1885, although with the exception of 1885 it is less 
than for any year since 1870, while the births of foreign parentage are greater than for 
any year for that period and .33 of one per cent greater than for 1885. The average per 
cent of children born of native-born parents for the sixteen years 1870-1885 was 44.94, 
which is 2.08 per cent more than that for 1886. The average per cent of children bom 
of foreign-born parents for the same period of years was 34.54, which is less than the 
per cent for the year 1886 by 2.76. It is thus seen that the percentage of native and 
foreign-born parentage has decreased and increased respectively at about the same 
ratio. 

The proportion of children born of mixed parentage was not as great for 1886 as for 
1885, but was greater than the average for sixteen years, 1870-1885, by .82 of one per 
cent.

In Table 8 the results given in Table 7 may be compared with those for the years 
1884, 1885, 1886, and the average for ten years, 1876-1885. The proportion of children 
born of native-born parents for the year 1886 is less by 1.88 per cent than the average 
for ten years, while the proportion of children born of foreign-born parents is greater 
than the ten-year average by 2.31 per cent. In both classes of mixed parentage the 
percentage for 1886 is greater than the average for ten years. There has been a marked 
improvement in the last few years in the proportion of births of children whose parent- 
age was not returned.

The retumB of births for 1886 show that 501 paira of twins were born in this State 
daring the year, which was twenty pairs more than were reported in 1885, and is th« 
largest number ever recorded in Michigan. In 147 cases both children were males, in 
161 cases both were females, and in 193 cases there was one child of each sex, making 
486 males and 514 females. In one pair no statement of sex was given. The propor- 
tion of the sexes among twin births for the year 1886 was 95 males to 100 females, while 
the ar. rage proportion of males for the ten years 16T6-18SS was 90. This is a much 
emaller proportion of males than is found among all children born, which is 108 males 
to 100 females. In Table 10 the months are arranged in order, those months first which 
have the largest number of twin births. 
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BIRTHS OF TWINS, BY PARENT-NATIVITT. 
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IVom Table 11 may be seen the nativity of the parents of twins for the year 1864. 
The facts here presented Ehow that 40,93 per cent of the twin births were of native- 
born parenta, 39,73 per cent were of foreign-bom parents, and 17.S6 per cent were of 
parents one of whom waa native-born and the other foreign-born. , 

These figures do not differ materially from thoae of 1885. By referring to Table 7 It 
wUl be observed that the proportion of foreign-born parenta was 3.43 per cent greater 
for twins than for ^1 children born, while the proportion of native-born parents was 
1.94 per cent less for twins than for all children. As this has been the evidence of 
former years, it goes to show that there ia a larger twin birth-rate among the foreign- 
bom parents than among the native-born. 

TABLE 1 1.— Parent-nativity of Twins returned in Michigan for 1886. 
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The proportion of twin births, by nativity and color of mothers, for each of the years 
1884, 1885, 1888, and the average for ten years 1870-1885, may be studied in Table 13. 
Tlie average for the ten years shows that the largest proportion of twins was among 
the foreign-bom mothers, and also among the black and mulatto mothers. 
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TABLE 12.— By Nativity and Color of Mothers^ the Number and Proportion of Twin 
Births Returned for the Years 18S4, 1885, 1886 y and the Average for Ten Years, 
1876-1886. 
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There were six cases of triplets returned for the year 1886, one set less than were 
reported in 1885. Two cases were returned from Huron county, in one set of which two 
of the males were still-bom. Of the nativity of the parents, 8 were native-born and 
3 were foreign-born, and of the entire number of triplet children only two were females. 

From Table 14 may be seen the number of pairs of twins and sets of triplets that have 
been returned in Michigan for the fourteen years 1878-1886. According to the average, 
there were 86 births to one pair of twins during these years.

Of those born of mixed 
parentage the parentage was greater in 1886 than for 1885 or for the average.

STILL-BIRTHS, 1886. 

The number of still-bom children returned for the year 1886 was 909, wjbich was 99 
less than the number reported in 1885, but 115 more than the average for ten years. In 
1886, 2.21 per cent of all the births were still-born and 2.17 per cent of all the mothers, 
who bore children during the year, gave birth to still-born children. There were 500 
males, 366 females, and 43 whose sex was not reported. 

The facts in regard to the nativity and color of motners of still-born children for the 
years 1884-1886 and the average for ten years, 1876-1885, will be fouud in Table 17. The 
proportion of native-born mothers was less than that of the foreign-born, not only for 
each year of the table, but also for the average for ten years. It is also worthy of note 
the much larger proportion among the black and mulatto mothers than those of any 
other color. As this evidence is repeated each year, it seems to be an established fact.

ILLEGITIMATE CHILDREN, 1886. 

The number of illegitimate births returned in 1886 was 300, an increase of 52 over the 
previous year and six more than the average yearly number for the ten years, 1876-1885. 
Of the whole number reported, 107 were from Wayne county, over one-third, and the- 
rate of illegitimates to the total number of births in the county was 16.7 to 1,000, while 
in the State as a whole the rate was only 7.3 per 1,000. 

According to the Registration Report of Massachusetts, the birth-rate of illegitimate 
children for the year 1886 was 20.3 per 1,000 of the total number of living births. This 
is somewhat in excess of the number usually reported from that State, being 5.9 greater 
than the average for the twenty years, 1867-1886. This rate is very low, as compared 
with that of the countries of Europe, some of which are as follows :

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MAREIAGES, 1886. 



The legislature of 1887 passed an act commonly known as the '* Marriage License 
Xiaw," requiring a civil license in order to marry in Michigan, and which makes appar- 
-ently sufficient provisions for the proper and prompt record of all marriages solemnized 
between persons one or both of whom are residents of this State. The interest and 
attention awakened by this law has undoubtedly been instrumental in securing the 
record and return of many marriages, which had been or were in danger of being de- 
layed far beyond the legal time. This is evident from the fact that there were returned 
1,615 more marriages for 1886 than were recorded for 1885. There were returned also 
A large number pf marriages solemnized in previous years, the recording of which had 
been neglected, including 677 married in 1885, 144 in 1884, 96 in 1883, and a decreasing 
number extending back nearly two decades. 

The importance of a prompt and accurate record of every marriage should not be 
underestimated. Circumstances oftentimes mak^ it a matter of vital importance to be 
.able to prove the exact time and place of marriage. This is true not alone for the 
varied pecuniary interests at stake, but questions of personal happiness as well which 
•cannot be estimated by any pecuniary standard. The fact that the records of this 
office are almost daily searched for such proofs is an evidence of its importance. 

In this connection we desire to call the attention of county clerks to some of the 
•errors which are found in their returns when examined at this office. One of the most 
common of mistakes is where the record of a marriage is not filed with the clerk until 
the following year and it then appears with marriages of that year, with the same date, 
making the date of the marriage a year later than it should be. The fact that each 
year we correct many mistakes of this kind calls for more care on the part of county 
clerks who have these records to make. It is thus a matter of great importance that 
the retiurns forwarded here should be correct in every respect and no returns should 
leave the office of a county clerk yintil they have been carefully compared with the 
original records. 

It is thought that the new license law which will be found published near the close 
of this volume, will prevent, in a great measure, the liability of making such errors 
and secure more accurate and prompt returns of marriages. 

The usual statistics of marriages, with their deductions, comparisons, and computa- 
tions, are presented to the reader in the following pages : 

The total number of marriages returned for 1886, the time of record extending to 
April 6, 1888, was 16,631. This is an increase of 1,615 over the original and 938 over the 
corrected returns of 1885 up to the above date. 
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These figures give a maxriage-rate for 1886, based upon the population of 1884, of 8.97,. 
or about 18 persons in every thousand, being one marriage to every 111 inhabitants. 
Using the estimated population for 1886, given as 1,972,507 on previous page, the mar-^ 
riage-rate would be reduced to 8.43, or about 17 persons per thousand, or one marriage 
to every 119 inhabitants.

Considered with reference to the original returns, the present year shows an unusually 
large excess of marriages for the last quarter, there being an excess of 1,651 in the last 
over the first quarter, which usually shows the least number. 

The order of the quarters, according to the number of marriages, is fourth, third,, 
second, and first, which order was the same in 1883 and in 1885. In 1884 and the ten- 
year average the first and second quarters change places by a small number. In Massa- 
chusetts the usual order is given as fourth, second, third, and first, and it is stated that 
in England such has been the order of the quarters with scarcely an exception for the 
past forty-eight years.

In last year's report, the order of months in each 
case began with October, November, December, and September. This year, with the 
corrected returns, that order holds good only for 1884 and the average, while for 1886 
and 1886 October drops to third place and November stands first.

There wae a considerable increase in the number of White marrit^ee for 1886, no 
great change in the Black, and a decided falling off in the Mulatto. Deducting th« 
mixed White and Indian marriaReB there would be a decided reduction in the Indian 
maiTtage-rate from the report of 1885. With those deductions from the 117 reported in 
the Indian column, the per cent to population would stand at 1.20 instead of 1.70 as 
given in Table 34, 

The last column of Table 34, fuUj ei:plained by the foot-notes of Table 85, shows a 
greater number of mixed marriages tban usual, being nearly double those of 188S. Aa 
is usually the case, White females appear to have less antipathy to mixed marriages, 
especially in choice of color, than White males, for while we find that one White male 
married a full Indian and four married half breeds, but one married a Black female. 
On the other hand, four White females accepted Black husbands, three married Uulat- 
toes, four half-breeds, and one a full Indian.

The nativity of persons married in 1886, so far as could be ascertained from the 
returns, is shown in Table 36. From this it appears that both parties were native-bom 
in 9,729 cases, both were foreign-bom in 3,111 cases, and in 64 cases the nativity of both 
parties was not returned. There were 1,457 native-bom males who married foreign- 
bom brides and 79 who married brides of unknown nativity. There were 2,127 native- 
bom females who married foreign-born husbands and 29 who married husbands of 
unknown nativity. 

There is very little variation in the per cent of each nativity from year to year, the 
native-bom grooms being 67.73 per cent in 1886 to 68.51 in 1885 ; 66.70 in 1884 and 66.22 
in 1883. Native-bom brides were 71.46 per cent this year to 71.44 in 1885, 69.59 in 1884, 
and 69.62 in 1883.

The per cent of marriages to total population, and of each sex, by nativity, to popu- 
lation of the same is shown in Table 37. There is quite a notable increase in all the per 
centages, the totals standing this year at 1.79, 1.71, and 2.02, while in 1885 they were 
1.62, 1.55, and 1.80. This increase is considerably greater than the estimated increase 
of population, for, figured upon that basis, the total per cent would be increased .07 per 
cent, raising the 1.62 to 1.69, while in fact it is 1.79, or .17 per cent greater than in 1885/ 

By excluding the children under fifteen years of age, as is done in the exhibit follow- 
ing Table 37, it will be seen that the marriages of native-born exceed those of foreign- 
bom, in relation to population, by .64 of one per cent. Last year the excess was .62 
per cent. The cause of this difference is the greater disproportion existing between the 
native and foreign-born children than between the native and foreign-born adults.

AGES OF PERSONS MARRIED. 

In Table 39 may be found the ave^'age age, by nativity, at time of marriage, of all 
persons of both sexes for the years 18:i3-1886 and the avera8:e for ten years 1877-1886. 
The average age of the males married in 1886 was about 28 years and 94 days, or 33 
days younger than for 1885, but about 26 days above the average for the ten years'. 
The average for the females married in 1886 was 23 years and 128 days, or 15 days 
below that for 1885, and 18 days above the ten-year average. The average age for the 
foreign-bom males was about one and a half years higher than for the native-born, and 
for the females about one and three-fourths years higher for the foreign-bom than for 
the native.

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The number and proportion of each sex married in 1886 at given ages, or periods of 
age, may be found in Table 40. . From this it appears that 1,088 males and 7,448 females- 
were married under 21 years of age. From 21 to 30 there were 11,026 males and 6,901 
females. The per cent of males under 21 was 6.54, which was the same as returned for; 
1885. The per cent of females was 44.79 as compared with 43.92 in 1885. From 21 ta 
80 the per cent of males was 66.30 against 65.81 in 1885, and of females 41.50 against 
42.34 in 1885. The proportion of marriages from 20 to 30 years of age was 70.15 for 
males and 51.32 for females, as compared with 69.66 for males and 51.04 for femalea 
in 1885. 

PERSONS MARRIED UNDER TWENTY-ONE YEARS OF AOE. 

In 1886 there were 8,536 persons married in Michigan under 21 years of age, of whon^ 
1,088 were males and 7,448 were females. This is a larger number than appears for 
any preceding year, and is more by 959 than was returned for 1885 The nearest 
approach to this number was in 1883, when there were 8,091 persons married under 21 
years of age. The percentage of all married under 21 to the whole number married 
was 25.66 in 1886, 25.23 in 1885, and 25.14 in 1884. 

Only males who have attained the full age of 18 years and females the full age of 16^ 
years, are capable in law of contracting marriage in this State. Notwithstanding this 
statute, for the violation of which there is a penalty of five hundred dollars or spending 
a year in the county jail, there are a number of marriages returned each year where 
one or both of the contracting parties are under the legal age. In 1886, 7 males and 
126 females were under the required age when married. There were 6 males married 
at the age of seventeen and one at the age of sixteen ; 101 females were married at th& 
age of fifteen, 21 at fourteen, 3 at thirteen, and one at twelve. This female at twelve 
years of age was united with a man of 37, and the marriage was returned from Arenac 
county.

There were 18,187 deaths returned in 1886, an increase of 1,541 over the number 
reported in 1885, and an increase of 131 over the number reported in 1884. With the 
exception of the year 1881, the number returned for 1886 is larger than for any preced- 
ing year. The population, according to the State census of 1884, represented by the 
returns of deaths for 1886, was 1,848,064, and the ratio of deaths to population was 9.8 
to 1,000. 

Corrected for omissions in the enumeration, the number of deaths occurring in 1886 
is estimated at 25,210, and the death-rate 13.6 to 1,000 inhabitants. Even this ratio is 
evidently too small, as the death-rate in Massachusetts, which State has as accurate a 
system of registration as any in this country, for the year 1886 was 18.85 per thousand, 
and its average death-rate for the thirty-six years, 1851-1886, was 19.40. In the State 
of Rhode Island the annual death-rate exceeds 16 in every thousand, and in England 
and most foreign countries the death-rate is somewhat higher than that of Massachu- 
setts. While the States of Massachusetts and Rhode Island have a larger population 
to a given territory than has Michigan, and their inhabitants are subjected to dangers 
to health arising from factory life, still the death-rate in this State would be found to be 
much larger if a more accurate system of registration was adopted.

The number of deaths by quarters, thus exhibiting the influence of the seasons upon 
mortality in Michigan, is given in Table 44, which includes the returns as officially 
made, and the additions thereto for the purpose of correcting omissions. The first and 
third quarters continue to show the least and highest number of deaths respectively, 
which is the usual order, though the corrected returns of 1885 make the first quarter 
the highest, an unusual showing. The per cent of greatest over least quarter, in cor- 
rected returns, is 5.29 and of greatest over least in the ten-year average is 4.99. 

Table 45 exhibits the number of deaths as officially returned, by months in the order 
of number of deaths, greatest first, also the per cent for each month and those in 
which the month of death is unknown. The month of September shows the greatest 
number of deaths for 1886, but was second in 1884-5 and the ten-year average. Janu- 
ary stands at the foot of the list through the table. The excess of September over Jan- 
uary is 824, or 4.53 per cent. In the ten-year average the excess of greatest over least 
month is 724, or 4.64 per cent.

SEX OF DECEDENTS. 

Table 46 shows the number and proportion of the sexes among the decedents in 
Michigan for the fourteen years 1873 to 1886, and the average for the same time. The 
excess of male deaths for 1886 was 1,823, being 133 less than last year, and the relative 
proportion was about 116 male to every 100 f«male deaths. The total excess of male 
deaths for the fourteen years of the table was 14,865, and the average proportion of the 
sexes for that time has been 115 males to 100 females. The ratio of births during the 
same period was about 108 males to 100 females.

Table 47 exhibits the number and peroent^^e of the total deaths after the additions 
have been made to correct the omiseione. As tJieee additions are graded according to 
the lea^h of time elapsed between the occurrence of the deaths and their enumera- 
tion, the order of the months is usually changed from that in the table of original re- 
turns. The excess of greatest month over least is 819, or 446 above the monthly aver- 
age. The months of August, September, March, October and December show deaths 
above the average. April has the average number, and the remaining months are be- 
low it. March, June, October, November and December occupy higher places in 1886 
than in the t«Q-year average, while February, April, Hay and July stand lower.

AGES OF PERSONS WHO DIED IN MIOHIGAN IN 1886. 

In Table 48 are presented the deaths by age and sex for the different periods of 
life during the year 1886. It shows that more than a fourth of all the deaths were 
those of children under one year of age, and more than a third of the total mortality 
occurred among children under five. The average per cent of deaths under one for 
the twelve years 1875-1886 was 25.73, and the average per cent for children under five 
for the same period of years was 39.60. 

The proportion of males and females among the decedents at different ages is also 
shown in this table. In the period under one year of age, the deaths of males largely 
predominate, the excess being 609. or 12.92 per cent, and is in the proportion of about 
130 males to 100 females. In the ages from 15 to 45 there is an excess among female 
decedents, which fact is quite significant. 

In the State of Massachusetts for the year 1886 the per cent of deaths among children 
under one was 21.05 and of those under 5, it was 31.61. The average per cents for the 
fifteen years 1872-1886, were 20.94 and 34.00 respectively. As compared with our own 
State the above shows a reduction of about 5 per cent in infant mortality, which may 
be seen by an examination of Table 49, which is similar to the table published in the 
report from Massachusetts.

DEATHS BT MONTHS AT DIFFERENT AGES. 

Table 50 presents the deaths of 1886 conveniently grouped by periods of age and 
months of death. The first line in each group of three, *^ Number," gives the number 
of deaths in that period for the year and each month; the second line gives the per 
cent, or proportion the deaths of that period bear to the total for the year or month; 
the third Ime gives the per cent, or proportion which the deaths in each month bear 
to the total deaths in the year for that period. 

In the group of all children under five the month of August shows the greatest mor- 
tality for the year and January the least ; the months of July, August, September, Oc- 
tober and December show deaths above the monthly average, the remaining months 
below. August has 4.88 per cent above the average in that period and January 2.80 
per cent below, the extreme of fluctuation bemg 7.68 per cent. 

In the period of 5 to 10 October is highest with 12.06 per cent and April lowest with 
5.69 per cent, the extreme of fluctuation bemg 6.37v 

In 10 to 20 October and December are even with 9.74, or 1.41 per cent above the aver- 
age ; January lowest with 5.81, or 2.52 per cent below, the extreme fluctuation being 
8.93 per cent. 

In 20 to 50 December leads with 10.18, while February has 5.91, making extreme 
fluctuation 4.27 per cent. In 50 and over December is highest with 10.39, and January 
lowest with 5.72, fluctuation 4.67 per cent. These flgures bear out the deductions given 
in the report for 1885.

INFANT MORTALITY. 

The ratio of still-births to the total number of deaths is shown in Table 53. The per 
cent for 1886 is about the same as the average for ten years and is one per cent less 
than that for 1885, which was larger than for any previous year since the registration 
in this State. The decrease in 1886 corresponds with the decrease in the number of 
births returned.

RELATIONS OF DEATHS OF CHILDREN UNDER ONE TO BIRTHS. 

Table 55 presents the particulars concerning the deaths of all children bom in 1885 
who died either in the year of birth or in 1886 and before reaching the age of one year. 
The total births, 42,088, exceed the number in last report by 1,724, while the total deaths 
in the same table fall short of the year before by 318 ; this reduces the per cent of 
deaths under one to total births from 11.67, in last report, to 10.44. The excess of the 
males over the females is 620, or 2.31 per cent as against 2.57 per cent in last report. 
The month of April leads with 432, or 66 above the monthly average of 366, while Jan- 
uary is lowest in rank \uth 331, or 35 below the average. 

Table 56 gives the number of deaths, by age and month, of all children bom in 1885 
who died under one year of age. The first figures in each horizontal line, where lines 
of same month intersect, give the deaths within a month of birth, consequently they 
represent deaths of children less than a month old, the total appearing at the bottom of 
the table, in the column designated by minus one. The second figures indicate deaths 
of children of one month of age, the third of two months, /and so on. The fewest 
deaths appear this year at 10 months, while last year they were at 11. Usually there is 
quite a regular decrease from one month to the eleventh, but this year there is con- 
siderable fluctuation, the age of six being higher than any from fourth to eleventh.

NATIVITY OF DECEDENTS IN MICHIGAN. 

Table 64 shows the relative proportion of native, foreign-born and unknown de- 
cedents to total, for the years 1884-6 and the average for the ten years preceding 
1886. The per cent of native-born decedents is 1.15 greater than in 1885, but 1.35 
below the ten-year average; the foreign-born are 1.47 below the rate in 1885, and 
1.01 greater than the average ; the per cent of unknown nativity is unusually large 
this year. 

The figures in Table 65 give the population and deaths by nativity, sex, periods of 
age, and death-rate, or number of deaths to each hundred of population. As usual the 
death-rate for the totals is greater for the native than for the foreign-bom, and in the 
periods of age the difference is particularly noticeable in the period under 5; after that 
period they will be found to more nearly approximate each other. 

By throwing out the population under 5, in which period the ratio of native to 
foreign-bom is not in proper proportion, we shall find that there is really a greater 
average death-rate among the foreign-born than among the native population. Ex- 
cluding that period the native male population is 586,809 and the deaths 3,685, giv- 
ing a death-rate of 6.3 per thousand ; the foreign-born male population 266,326, 
deaths 1,942, and death-rate 7.8 per thousand. The female population, native 
556,979, deaths 3,547, death-rate 6.4 per thousand ; foreign-born 208,906, deaths 1,492, 
death-rate 7.1 per thousand. 

Table 66 presents the deaths by counties, arranged by total deaths, native, foreign, 
unknown and by the sex of decedents.

DEATHS IN 1886, GROUPED BY PART OF BODY DISEASED. 

The percentage of deaths from lung diseases varies but little from year to year, and 
is always at the head of the column, the per cent in 1886 being .41 of one per cent lower 
than in 1885 and .12 lower than the ten-year average. Bowels and brain diseases usual- 
ly fluctuate between second and third places, though throat diseases held second place 
in 1879, and third in 1880-1-2. From 1875 to 1886 diseases of the bowels have held 
second place seven years, third place three years and fourth place twice. Diseases of 
the brain held second place in 1878, 1882-3-5; third place in 1875-6-7-9, 1884-6; fourth 
place in 1880-1. Since 1879 the heart, kidney and liver diseases have held their places 
at the last, in that order.

Id order to bring the upper division of the Lower PetiinBulac Joto a more compact 
shape, changes have been made in the bouqdaries of the Nortbweatern, Weatam and 
Northern Central divisions hy detaching Mtesaukee from the first and Osceola from the 
second and attaching them to the Northern Central. 

In proportion of deaths to papulation the Southeastern division still leads ; although 
.05 per cent lower than last year it is yet .47 per cent higher than for the State at large. 
The Upper Peninsular follows next this year with .30 per cent more than in 1885. The 
Central takes the lowest place, which was held by the Northern in 1885, the ratio being 
about the same, .75 this year to .76 in 1885. 

Table 77 enables the raader to see the diseases of which each of the five great classee 
is composed and gives the number of deaths from each cause for each county in the 
Slate. 

Table 78 gives the specified causes arranged alphabetically, with the deaths by sex 
for the years 1881-I3S6, those for 1886 being arranged bv months and periods of age.

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UNUSUAL CAUSES OF DEATH. 

There were 350 deaths in 1886 compiled in Table 78 as " Casualty." This is 53 more 
than were returned in 1885 and is the largest number ever reported in this State. The 
specified causes may be seen in Table 79. Accidental shooting, falling, runaways, and 
kicking horses caused many deaths, while the number returned as simple " accident" 
was large as usual.

STATISTICS CONCERNING SUICIDE. 

The number of deaths returned from this cause in 1886 was 82, which was 9 less than 
in 1885, but 13 more than the average for the thirteen years, 1874-1886. The total num- 
ber returned for these years in Table 80 was 899, of which 679 were males, 219 were 
females, and one unknown. The month of June has returned the largest number of 
deaths and February the smallest. 

The classification by nativity reveals the following facts : Five hundred of the 899 
were natives of the United States, 207 having been born in Michigan and 293 in other 
States ; 399 were of foreign birth, and in 68 cases the nativity was not reported. Of 
the foreign-born 165 were from Germany, 54 from Canada, and 43 from England. 

The conjugal condition of these decedents shows that 540 were married, 242 were 
single, 75 were widowed, and in 42 cases the conjugal condition was not stated in the 
returns. 

As regards the means employed, poison leads with 148, followed by hanging with 127, 
shooting 87, drowning 47, and cutting throat 20. In 465 cases the means employed 
were not given in the returns. In Massachusetts the number of deaths returned from 
this cause in 1886 was 149, which was 27 less than that of 1885, and 10 less than the 
average in that State for the ten years, 1877-1886.

PRINCIPAL CAUSES OP DEATH. 

Consumption, as usual, held the first rank among the fifteen leading causes of death 
in Michigan for the year 1886. With the single exception of the year 1881, when diph- 
theria held first place, consumption has stood at the head of the list as a destroyer of 
human life in this State. The per cent of deaths from consumption to deaths from all 
causes was 11.28 in 1886, 11.80 in 1885, 12.17 in 1884, and 11.78 in 1883. Although the 
male population of Michigan exceeds that of the female, the proportion of deaths of 
females from consumption was 3.83 per cent greater than that of males. 

Next to consumption, diphtheria has been the most destructive disease in Michigan 
during the years 1878-1886. With the other more prominent causes of death, the order in 
regard to the largest number varies more or less from year to year. Among the most 
noteworthy changes from 1885 may be mentioned the rise in cholera infantum from 
eleventh place in 1885 to seventh place in 1886. Scarlet fever, which stood sixth in 
1883, fell to fourteenth in 1884 and disappeared from this list in 1885, and does not 
appear in 1886. 

The fifteen principal causes of death represent 56.83 per cent of the total mortality 
for 1886, as compared with 57.44 in 1885, 57.66 in 1884, and 56.92 in 1883. Some of these 
important causes of death will be considered again in subsequent pages. 

MORTALITY FROM TEN PROMINENT CAUSES IN 1886, 

Tables 82 and 83 are devoted to the particulars relating to ten specified causes of 
death, representing in all 3,907 deaths, or 21.48 per cent of the total deaths reported 
for 1886. Diarrhea leads in monthly fluctuation, rising from 3 deaths, or .79 per cent^ 
in February to 128, or 33.86 per cent in August, a difference of 33.07 per cent between 
least and ^eatest monthly percentage. The disease showing greatest uniformity, or 
least monthly fluctuation, is cephalitis, with 6.63 percent difference between the highest 
month, August, and the lowest, January. The usual high rate of hot-weather mortal- 
ity is shown in diarrhea and dysentery, while scarlet fever appears to be the least 
affected by the seasons. Croup and diphtheria show a greater increase in the cold and 
damp months, and typhoid fever and whooping-cough in the' late summer and fall 
months. 

Diphtheria leads again in the number of deaths, showing 1,117 to 1,054 in 1885, while 
typhoid fever takes second place, which was held by cancer in 1885. An increase in 
relative per cent of all deaths is shown over last year's report in cephalitis, croup, diar- 
rhea, dysentery, measles, scarlet and typhoid fevers, and whooping-cough, the greatest 
proportionate increase being shown by measles, which are over three times the rate 
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per cent of 1885. Cancer and diphtheria are the only diseases in the table which show 
a decrease in per cent from 1885, although there is an actual increase in the number of 
deaths from the latter cause. 

Cancer and typhoid fever are the only diseases in the table which do not show a 
large excess of deaths in the period of age under 5. Of the other eight causes, diph- 
theria is the only one which shows fewer deaths in the period under five than in tl^e 
remaining periods combined. Cancer shows the greatest number of deaths in the 
period of 55 to 60, and typhoid fever in that of 15 to 20. There were five deaths 
from whooping-cough in the period of 5 to 10, but none in an older period, and but 
three from croup in periods older than 10 to 15.

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MORTALITY FROM CANCER. 

In Table 84 are given some of the statistics concerning cancer for the fifteen years , 
1872-1886, by which it appears that 4,172 deaths have been returned from this disease 
during these years. Of this number 1,818, or 43.58 per cent, were males and 2,354, or 
56.42 per cent were females. Taking into consideration the excess of the male popula- 
tion over that of the female in the State, the excess of deaths among the females is 
considerably greater than the results in the table imply. 

^ There were 391 deaths from cancer in 1886, as compared with 403 in 1885, 361 in 1884, 
383 in 1883, and 301 in 1882. The average number for the fifteen years, 1872-1886, 
was 278. In 1886 the largest number of deaths from cancer occurred in the months of 
July and October, and over 56 per cent of the whole number were at ages between 
forty-five and seventy ; only 28 were returned at ages under thirty. 

More than one-half of the deaths are returned under the general term cancer with- 
out specifying the organs affected. Of those in which the part of the body affected is 
stated, cancer of the stomach exceeds all others by a large majority.

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METEOROLOGY AND ITS RELATION TO DEATHS. 

In the following tables are given the deaths from certain diseases supposed to be 
influenced by the varying meteorological conditions which constitute the climate of a 
country, and so arranged as to show the number of deaths in each month with the 
coinpident meteorology. The observations and data on which these tables are based 
were made and furnished to this department by the State Board of Health, State Agri- 
cultural College, and the U. S. Signal Service. 

The average monthly and yearly temperature for ten years is exhibited in Table 85» 
by which it appears that the average temperature for 1886 differs but little from the 
ten-year average. The monthly average for 1886 of the three coldest months combined 
is nearly three degrees above that of 1885, being 20.26 to 17.34, and it is over three 
degrees below the ten year average, 28.85, for the same three months. The July aver- 
age is below that of 1885, while those of August and September are above. 

As was the case in 1885, the yearly average is below the ten-year average, and while 
the cold months, January, February, and December, are below that average, the hot 
months, July, August, and September, are slightly above it.

Croup, — The number of deaths from this disease reported in 1886 was 400, which was 
the greatest number ever returned for any one year since the registration in this State. 
The number of deaths from this cause for the past ten years has been as follows : 337 
in 1885, 325 in 1884, 386 in 1883, 349 in 1882, 380 in 1881, 322 in 1880, 278 in 1879, 236 in 
1878, 164 in 1877, and 178 in 1876. The average for these years was 291, while the 
average for the ten years, 1877-1886, was 313. 

The death-rate from croup, as compared with the total mortality, was also higher for 
1886 than for any preceding year, being 2.20 per cent, and the nearest approach to this 
rate was 2.12 in 1882. 

The great fatality of infancy was again shown, the deaths under five years of age 
being 81.50 per cent of the whole number. The cold months of the year, as usual, show 
the largest proportion of deaths, over sixty per cent occurring in the months of Novem- 
ber, December, March, October, and January. 

Table 87 shows the relation of certain meteorological data to deaths from croup, and 
is constructed with regaid to propositions given in the foot-notes. This table resemblei^, 
in its construction and relations, that of several succeeding ones.

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Diphtheria.— For four years there has been comparatively little change in the number 
of deaths from diphtheria, which number 1,117 in 1886, an increase of 68 over 1885. In 
proportion to all deaths the rate is lower this year than last, the per cent being 6.14 to 
6.33, The four years from I87S to 1882, inclusive, had shown a large death-rate from 
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this cause, especially in 1881. when the number of deaths reached 2,063, the average 
for these years being 1,624 to 1,061 for the four years from 1883 to 1886. But the mor- 
tality from this disease was very low for the four years still preceding, from 1875 to 
1878, when the average was only 500. The deaths reported from this dread disease for 
twelve years are given herewith :

The ten-year average, 1877-1886, shows a gradual increase, being 1,222 this year to 
1,141 in 1885 and 1,056 in 1884. The average for the years since 1879 is 1,342 as against 
1,374 last year. 

As regards age, 75.65 per cent of the deaths from diphtheria were of children under 
ten. By periods, 43.78 per cent were under five, 31.87 per cent were from five to ten, 
12.09 from ten to fifteen, with about 12.26 per cent above that age. 

By geographical divisions, the deaths were as shown in the following tabular exhibit, 
which gives also the relation of these deaths to the deaths from all causes. As usual, 
the largest proportion or percentage is shown by the northern central, although it 
stands nearly two per cent lower than for last year, and the southeastern is again sec- 
ond with a trifle lower rate than in 1885. The central shows the greatest falling off 
from 1885, the proportion of deaths being over 35 per cent less, or 2.78 per cent of the 
total deaths from all causes. The southern central shows the largest gain, about 24 per 
cent, or 2.02 per cent of the total deaths.

Table 88 gives the deaths from diphtheria in detail by months and with certain coin- 
cident meteorological conditions. It will be noted that there are but three exceptions 
in 1886 to proposition **b" and but four to proposition **c," <vhich propositions are 
explained in the foot-notes to the table. There were five exceptions to each in 1885. 
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Typhoid Fever.— The number of deaths from this cause in 1886 was 498, which was 
111 more than that of 1885 and 11 more than the average for the t«n years, 18TT-1886. 
The rate per cent of mortality from typhoid fever to the total mortality was 2.74, which 
was 1.86 per cent less than that of the year ]SS1 when the greatest number of deaths 
from typhoid fever occurred. 

There were 28S, or 63 per cent, of deaths among males and S36, or 47 per cent, among 
females, and each year, except 1879. the mortality among the males exceeds that 
among females, the average per cent of difference being about eight. 
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The greatest monthly mortality occiuTfid in September, which contributed 93, or 
18.47 pec cent, of the deaths, and 60.67 per cent of the total number occurred in thelaat 
. five months of the year. Nearly 44 per cent of the deaths were of persona between 
fifteen and thirty years of age, and 31.93 per cent of the deaths were between fifteen 
and twenty-five. 

Table 89 shows the relation of deaths from typhoid fever to certain atmospheric con. 
djtions. 
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The total deaths from diarrheal diseases, shown in Table 90, are 1,516, being nearly 
W per cent more than in 1885 and nearly 20 per cent above the average for the twelve 
years, 1875-1886, and has been exceeded in the years 1881 and 1884 only. The increase 
is mainly in diarrhea and cholera infantum, the latter showing the greatest number, 
203 more than in 1885.

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Diarrhea, — The deaths from this disease exceed those in 1885 by 117, and are 73 above 
the twelve-year average, being exceeded by the years 1881 and 1884 only. The per cent 
to deaths from all causes is 2.08, while it was 1.57 in 1885 and 2.27 in 1884. 

There is a much larger monthly variation this year than in 1885, the difference 
between the minimum and maximum months being 33.16, while it was but 20.31 in 
1885. August is again at the head with over a third of the total mortality to its credit. 
In 1885 August and July were about equal, this year July shows about the same num- 
ber of deaths as it did last year, but August has more than doubled, while September 
has nearly three times as many as in 1885. October takes the place of June as one of 
the four months showing deaths above the monthly average. 

In temperature August stands 4.13 degrees, September 2.01, October 6.06 higher, and 
July 2.45 lower than in 1885, showing plainly the apparent relation of increase in num- 
ber of deaths to increase in temperature. 
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Scarlet Fever. — The ntuuber of deaths, 819, returned from scarlet fever in 1886 was 
moreb^T^than that of the preceding year and less by T than that of 1884. Thelatgeat 
number of deaths ever returned in this State from this dieetise was in 1870, when the 
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number was 852, and the annnal average number for the 17 years, 1870-1886, was 477. 
According to the retuma, the greatest mortality from this cause was in the month of 
December, and the least was in the month of August. The mortality was quite evenly 
distribnted through most of the months. 

Of the 319 decedents from this cause 161 were males and 158 were females. The 
deaths among children under five years of age were 208, or 64.58 per cent ; among those 
between five and ten there were 73, or 32.89 per cent, making 279, or 67.47 per cent 
under ten years of age. 

Table 93 furnishes an opportunity of studying the relation of scarlet fever to certain 
meteorological conditions. Two or three atmospheric conditions seem to be related to 
this disease, as may be seen by reference to the foot-notes. 
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Consumption. — AlthooKh the proportion of deaths from consumptton to deaths from 
all oaosM IB a trifle lees in 1886 than in 1885, and nearly one per cent less than in 1884, 
this disease still stands at the head in the numtier and proportion of its decedents. The 
deaths ntunber 3,051, against IMi in 1885 and 3,198 in 1884, the percentage to total 
deaths being 11.38 to 11.80 in 1885 and 13.17 in 1884. The total deaths from this disease 
since 1809 have been 80,137, or an average of 1,674 per year for the 18 years. This aver- 
age Is S3 higher than was given for the 17 years in the report for 1885. By sex the 
aggregate is 18.978 males and 16,159 females, the ratio being the same as in last report, 
87 males to every 100 females. For 1886 the deaths were 950 males to 1,101 females, a 
ratio of 86 males to 100 females, as against 91 to 100 in 1885, approximating very closely 
to die average proportion of the sexes for the 18 years. 

In the flrst tabnlat«d exhibit is given the deaths by months and quarters, with th« 
perc^itage of the year's deaths for each quarter. January shows the least, the same 
as in last report, and December stands highest, while April was highest in 1885. There 
ia less uniformity by qusrters this year tlian last, the greatest variation being 6.54 per 
cent, against but 4.94 in 1835. The last quarter showed the least per cent in 188S, hut 
stands highest in 1886. In 1885 the first lialf-year showed excess over last half of 6.36 
per cent, while this year there ia an excess of 6.49 per cent in last lialf , showing a 
change in the relation of the half years of 13.76 per cent. 

In the exhibit for the 18 years, 1869-1886, December ia, aa usual, the liighest month, 
with April following closely and May next, while January shows the fewest deaths. 
By quarterly percentage the exhibit does not differ greatly from that for 1886, the first 
and third quarters being nearly the same, the eecond larger, and the last smaller, mak- 
ing the excess of last half over first 3.67 instead of 6,49 as shown in 1886. 

The deaths by periods of age can also be analyzed in these exhibits. It will be seen 
that for the period under t«n the deaths for 1886 are 1.76 per cent below the pro- 
portion in the eigbteen-year exhibit, tmt in the remaining periods they approximate 
each other much more closely. The period of 30 to 30, as usual, shows the largest per- 
centage. 

Table 93 gives the deaths with coincident meteorological conditions, the exceptions 
to note " o " being one less than in the last report.

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ftiewmonia.— Particulara as to the cauBe of deaths from pDeumonia are amply shown 
in Tables B4 and 95. In a period of ten years the greatest number of deaths from this 
disease ocuiured in the month of March six times, and twice each in April and Decem- 
ber. March and April are the two most fatal months in the average for ten years, 1877- 
1866, but for 1886 December returns the greatest number, followed by March and Aprit 
as second and third respectively. 



CAUSES OP DEATH,— PNEUMONIA, 
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The average annual number of deaths from tbia cause for the 17 years, 1870-1886, was 
fl67, and the average for the ten years, 1877-1886, was 700. The peroent^:e of deaths 
from pneumonia to deaths from all causes in 1686 was 481, while the average percent- 
age fOT the 17 years, 1870-1886, was 4.62. 

Of the 783 decedents from pneumonia in 1886, 448 were. males and 335 were females, 
ftr there were 134 males to each 100 females. This j^oportion for 1886 is the same as 
the average proportion tor the ten years, 1877-1886. As regards age, 836 of the whole 
nnmtier, or 41.63 per cent, occurred in 1886 under the age of five years, as compared 
with 304, or 41.47 per cent in 188Q. This is about the usual average for tliat period. 
Two hundred and sixteen, or 37.Q9 per cent, of the entire mortality from this cause 
were of persons over 50 years of age. This leaves only about 30 per cent between the 
■ages of G and 50, and shows how much more fatal the disease is at the extremes of life. 

Table 95 shows the relation of deaths from pneumonia to certain atmospheric condi- 
tions. It appaare that in 1886 there were only two exceptiona to the proposition that 
Jets tlian the average amount of vapor was inhaled in months when more than an aver- 
age number of deaths from pneumonia occurred, and vice versa. 
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The relative prevalence, ia 1833, of coaaumptioii, pheumoaia, typhoid fever, aoarlet 
fever, &iid di&rrhea in each of the eleven KBOE'Aph.Lcal divisions of the State, may be 
Been in Table 96. The diriaiona shomng the highest rate per cent of deaths from con- 
sumption were the Bouthweetern, central, and southern central, and those showing the 
least were the northeaatem, upper peninsular, and northern central diviaione. The 
niortality from pneumonia aeems to have been more evenlj distributed throughout the 
various geographical divisions, the bigbeat being 4. 77 per cent in the aoutheru ceotral 
and the lowest 8.28 in the northern, the difference being only 1.4B per cent. Typhoid 
fever hod the higheat rate per cent in the northern central, scarlet fever in the north- 
«aBt«n), and diarrhea in the upper peninsular.

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In Table 98 may be seen the average af^e at death of decedents in Michigan for the 
years 1884, 1886, 1886, and the average for tea years, 18T6-188E. The average age of 
males for the year 1886 was about SG yeare, the eame as in 1886, and the average age of 
females about ST jeara, while in the average for ten yearo the age of the males was 27 
years and the age of the females S6 years. Decedents from consumption show an 
average age of 38 years for males and 33 years for females. All who died aged 20 years 
and over, as shown by the returns, have an average age of 64 years for males and 60 
years for females.

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LONGEVITY OP DECEDENTS. 

Another year is ]now added to^^the sixteen years embraced by Table 99 in 1885, making 
the table this year cover the aggregate observations of seventeen years. There is a slight 
rise in the average ages, the first three specifications being this year 51.96, 51.98, and 
51.70, as against 51.83, 51.26, and 51.51 in last report. The average age of all males is 
53.53, or 3.61 ears higher than for females, as shown in class twelve. 

Comparison /with last year's report shows that of the twelve classes into which the 
table is divided, all but one showjan increase in the average age, varying from .02 in 
class four to .99 of a year in class eight. Class ten is the only one showing a falling c»ff, 
the decrease being .65 of a year. Class twelve shows an increase of .14. The greatest 
difference is 16.76^years, and is between cultivators of the earth and seafaring men. 

For the purpose of concisely exhibiting the sub-divisions showing greatest longevity^ 
the following selections^are made, giving nimiber of decedents, occupation and average 
age:

In considering the sub-divisions showing low average ages, some minor points should 
not be overlooked, as forlinstance in the cases of students and clerks, the probabilities- 
are that comparatively few persons pursue those avocations except during early life, 
that as they enter manhood the students become teachers ar active professional or bus- 
iness men, and clerks become merchants or enter upon business pursuits of their own;, 
that is to say, that as a rule these and perhaps some others are not life-time pursuits. 
In studying these age exhibits considerations of such a nature should be borne in mind.

(6209.) Section 1. Every male who shall have attained the full age of 
eighteen years^ and every female who shall have attained the full age of sixteen 
years^ shall be capable in law of contracting marriage^ if otherwise competent. 

(6210.) Sec. 2. Marriage, as far as its validity in law is concerned, is a civil 
contract to which the consent of parties capable in law of contracting is essen- 
tial. 

(6211.) Sec. 3. No man shall marry his mother, grandmother, daughter, 
granddaughter, stepmother, grandfather's wife, son's wife, grandson's wife,

(6212. ) Sbo. 4. No woman shall marry her father, grandfather, son, grand- 
son, stepfather, grandmother's husband, daughter's husband, granddaughter's 
husband, husband's father, husband's grandfather, husband's son, husband's 
grandson, nor her brother, brother's son, sister's son, father's brother, or 
mother's brother. 

(6213.) Sec. 5. No marriage shall be contracted whilst either of the parties 
has a former wife or husband living, unless the marriage with such former wife 
or husband shall have been dissolved.^ 

(6214.) Sec. 6. No insane person or idiot shall be capable of contracting 
marriage. All marriages heretofore contracted between white persons and 
those wholly or in part of African descent are hereby declared valid and 
effectual in law for all purposes, and the issue of such marriages shall be 
deemed and taken legitimate as to such issue and as to both of the parents. 

(6215.) Sec. 7. Marriages may be solemnized by any justice of the peace in 
the county in which he was chosen, and they may be solemnized throughout 
the State by any minister of the gospel who has been ordained according to 
the usages of his denomination, and who is a pastor of any church or churches

The preceding provisions of this chapter, so far as they 
relate to the manner of solemnizing marriages, shall not affect marriages 
among the people called Friends or Quakers ; nor marriages among people of 
any other particular denomination having, as such, any peculiar mode of sol- 
emnizing marriages; but such marriages may be solemnized in the manner 
heretofore used and practiced in their respective societies or denominations.

otherwise, of the inhabitants thereof, the births and deaths which 
have occurred in their respective townships, cities, or wards, from 
and including 4pril fifth, eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, to and 
including December thirty-first, eighteen hundred and sixty-eight, 
together with the facts relative thereto, as are hereinafter provided 
for, and shall make an accurate return thereof to the clerk of the 
county in which such township or city is situated, on or before the 
first said day of June ; and for such service shall receive ten cents 
for each birth and death so returned by them, to be paid by the 
county in which such returns are made.

(860.) Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the county clerks of the county cierks;

be properly entered by said county clerk, in the blank left for such 
christian name in his book of record; and it shall be the duty of 
the several county clerks, on or before the tenth day of April in 
each year, to give to the officers required to make the said returns, 
lists of such children whose christian names have not been pre- 
viously reported in their respective towns, cities or wards.

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married; the names and residences of at least two witnesses present 
at such marriage^ and the date when such record was made.* The 
record of deaths shall state, in separate columns^ the date of the 
death, the christian and surname of the deceased, the sex and color, 
whether married or single, the age in years, months, and days, the 
place of death, the disease or apparent cause of death, the nativity 
of the deceased, and the occupation, if any, and the names, resi- 
dence of the parents, if known, and the date when such record was 
made. The clerks of the several counties shall annually, on or 
before the first day of September, make and transmit to the Sec- 
retary of State, a certified copy of the records of his office, of all 
the births, marriages,'" and deaths reported in their respective coun- 
ties for the year ending December thirty-first, last preceding. And 
each county clerk shall receive for the record of each birth and 
death in his office three cents, and three cents for each birth, 
marriage, and death returned by him to the Secretary of State, to 
be paid by the county, and shall be compensatidn in full for all 
services required by this act to be performed by him. 

(861.) Sec. 4. The Secretary of State shall prepare and furnish 
to the county clerks of the several counties in this State, blank 
books of suitable quality and size, with proper rulings and headings, 
to be used as books of record, in carrying into effect the provisions 
of this act. He shall also prepare and furnish blank ^^ forms of 
returns," as hereinbefore specified, accompanied with such instruc- 
tions and explanations as may be necessary to insure uniformity in 
such returns, which blanks shall be forwarded to the several county 
clerks on or before the first day of March in each year ; and the 
said county clerks shall deliver the same to the supervisors or 
assessors of the several townships, cities or wards therein, in their 
repective counties, on or before the tenth day of April. 

(862. ) Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State to 
receive the returns made in pursuance of the third section of this 
act, and he shall cause the same for each year to be bound together, 
in one or more volumes, at the expense of the State, and make in- 
dexes thereto ; and with such assistance as may be voluntarily ren- 
dered by any authorized committee appointed by the medical faculty 
of the University of Michigan, or by any regularly authorized medi- 
cal society in this State, for that purpose, he shall prepare such 
tabular statements, results, and deductions therefrom as will render 
them of practical utility, and make report thereof, annually, to the 
Governor of the State, which report may be ordered published and 
distributed in such manner as the Legislature may from time to 
time direct. 

(863.) Sec. 6. Every justice of the peace, minister of the gospel, 
and all other persons authorized by the laws of this State to solem- 
nize marriages, and clerks or keepers of records of the meetings in 
which any marriage among the Friends or Quakers shall be 
solemnized, who shall neglect or refuse to make a record of such 
marriage, or to deliver to the county clerk of the county in which

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the marriage took place, a certified copy of such record, or who 
shall refuse, on demand, to deliver to the parties to such marriage 
the certificate thereof, as required by section two of this act, or 
who shall willfully make a false or fictitious entry in his record of 
marriages or in the certified copy of such record delivered to the 
county clerk, or in the certificates of marriages delivered to the 
parties thereto, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof, shall be punished by fine not exceeding one Penalty, 
hundred dollars, and in default of paying the same, shall be 
imprisoned in the county jail of the county in which such convic- 
tion shall be had, until said fine be paid, but not to exceed the 
period of ninety days.* 

(864.) Sec. 7. Every physician, surgeon, or midwife, who shall certificate of

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by sach supervisor or assessor^ for the purpose aforesaid, shall 
neglect or refuse to appear before such officer, or, appearing, shall 
refuse to be sworn and testify in relation to such matter, he shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished therefor by fine not exceeding fifty dollars, and 
in default of paying the same shall be imprisoned in the county 
jail of the county in which such conviction shall be had, until said

SUGGESTIONS TO PERSONS AUTHORIZED TO SOLEMNIZE 

MARRIAGES IN MICHIGAN. 



A thorough knowledge of the law concerning the solemnization and return 
of marriages in Michigan is necessary to a correct performance of the duties of 
persons authorized to solemnize marriages. 

The most frequent violation of the law is in the marriage of persons under 
the lawful age, which is : for males eighteen (18) years^ and for females six- 
teen (16) years. See Section (6209)^ Howell^s Annotated Statutes^ 1882, 
printed on a previous page. The penalty for the violation of this provison is a 
forfeit of not exceeding one hundred (100) dollars. See Sec. 6, Act 128, Laws 
of 1887, printed on a previous page. 

In the record and return of marriages, every item specified in the law 
fihould he carefully ascertained, and correctly and plainly written. No item 
should he omitted, and nothing taken for granted, as is often the case with the 
fact as to COLOR of persons married. 

In recording the birthplace of each, the State or country should he dis- 
tinctly given in each case. This will avoid the difficulty of ascertaining the 
nativity of persons whose birthplace is returned "Holland,'' "Hanover," 
^'Denmark,'* "Wales," "Paris,'' etc., — names of places which may be either 
in the United States or Europe. If such or similar names occur, please state 
whether it is Holland, Michigan, or Holland, Europe, and so for each case. 
Never return the birthplace "America," as we cannot know whether it is 
in the United States, and are therefore compelled to compile it witn the 
^'Unknown." 

Blanks for the return of marriages to the county clerk will not be required 
under the new law, as the return of the license with the certificate properly 
filled out will constitute the proper return to the county clerk. 

The license to marry can only be procured from the several county clerks, 
but the affidavit necessary to procure the same may be made before any person 
authorized to administer oaths, and blank affidavits can be had from any 
county clerk or from the office of the Secretary of State. 
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
